League of Nations opened with a somewhat 
unexpected communication by the President on 
the subject of Esperanto as a easy means of 
international intercourse on the basis of the 
Committee's report, as well as the report of the 
Under Secretary General on his mission to the 
recent Esperanto Congress at Prague. The re- 
port requests the Secretary General to prepare 
a statement for the next Assembly showing the 
progress made in teaching Esperanto in public 
schools. 

A prolonged discussion followed on the treat- 
ment of recent motions submittéd to the As- 
sembly, and it was finally resolved to appoint 
a special committee to decide whether or not 
they should be placed on the agenda for dis- 
cussion. 

The President then read a long document on 
the procedure to be followed at to-morrow’s elec- 
tion of judges to the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice, and called attention to the 
importance of the occasion and the world-wide 
interest that it involved.

DEPUTATION TO MR. 
DE VALERA. 


A derutation representing the Sinn Feiners 
and Nationalists of the City of Derry waited 
upon Mr. de Valera and the members of the 
Dail Eireann Cabinet yesterday to protest 
against exclusion from the rest of Iréland. 

Alderman Bradley, who acted as spokesman, 
said that the deputation represented the views 
of the majority of the citizens of Derry on the 
istue of national freedom and national unity. 
He reminded Mr. de Valera that on August 22 
Derry City Council by resolution refused to re- 
cognise the pro rartition of Ireland, and 
declared the. intention of the citizens to make 
full use of their rights to nullify that proj 
The citizens of Derry, he said, Sabet tho pro- 
posed establishment of a Parliament and ad- 
ministration for six counties as a work of incom- 
petent meddling on the part of the British Go- 
vernment with the ore of doing injury to 
this country.

NO DESIRE FOR SEPARATION. 


To the material interests of Derry the pro- 

ed yartition of Ulster could bring nothing 
ut muschief. The City of Derry has no 
desire to be separated in any sense from the 
main body of the Irish nation, but, on the con- 
trary, is determined, in spite of any scheme 
thrust upon it from outside, to throw in its lot 
with the rest of Ireland, and to resist separa- 
tion. In a free and united Ireland Derry can 
count on & prosperous development. In an Ire- 
land subjected to the schemes of British poli- 
ticians, as our recent experience has. shown, 
Derry must always be on its guard against 
various kinds of mischief. Our city’s demand 
is not merely for national liberty and unity, 
but for civil and religious liberty for its own 
citizens and for the inhabitants of Ulster in 
general.

Reuter’s Agency understands that the latest 
reports received in London regarding the nego- 
tiations between Sir Henry Dobbs and the 
Afghans at Kabul are quite favourable.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND 


FINANCE, 
“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The Cabinet Committee on Unemployment 
held a meeting yesterday to discuss possible 
measures oí relief, and will resume its delibera- 
tions on Friday. It is possible to derive, from 
the official report of yesterday’s proceedings, 
only one kind of satisfaction—namely, that 
since the coai strike terminated the number of 
unemployed has diminished by 645,000. But, 
though employment is increasing slowly in con- 
sequence of tne slight in trade which 
has occurred in the past few months, trade, 
generally, is so .severely , that over 
one and a half million persons are wholly un- 
employed. Hence, the tormidable character of 
the unemployment problem. It is, therefore, 
obvious that the Government must examine 
ways and means for relieving distress, pending 
& decided revival of world trading activities; 
but, however unpleasant it may be, we have 
got to face the fact that there is po short cut 
to the solution of the unemployment crisis. 
That must depend upon the revival of trade. 
The Government, in searchfhg for means to re- 
lieve distress, must be careful not to per- 
petuate the very conditions which have tended 
to Par mg our present troubles. Doles are 
no solution, and we earnestly hope that before 
the Committee finishes its labours it will speak 
with no uncertain ycice on the causes and the 
remedy of unemployment, and disabuse the 
minds of the unthinking portions of the popula- 
tion who imagine that the impoverishment of 
one class will enrich another. 


GREECE AND TURKEY.

SEQUEL TO RAID ON ART 


GALLERY. 


One hundred and fifty-five men and one 
woman, Mrs. Mary Pamber, appeared at the 
Liverpool City Police Court yesterday, to answer 
charges arising out of unemployment dis- 
turbances in the city. The trouble occurred 
on Monday, when some 5,000 to 6,000 people 
tried to seize the Walker Art Gallery. 

About 50 of the accused persons bore signs 
of th: conflict. The Rev. J. Vint Laughland, 
of Pembroke Chapel, was heavily bandaged 
about the head. Mr. George Tissyinan, an ex- 
policeman, who, with Mr. Laughland, was taken 
into custody after hospital treatment, also hades 
his head bandaged, while his right arm was in 
a sling. In an address to the magistrates, Mr. 
Laughiand alleged that he was struck while 
lying on the ground. 

Only evidence of arrest was given, and all 
the accused were remanded for a week and 
allowed bail in their own recognisances.

MILK PRODUCTION. 


SR th 
THE VALUE OF THE GOAT. 4 


The Committee on the Production and Dis- 
tribution of Milk (Great Britain), in their 
report issued in 1919, advocated the keepi 
of goats to provide a supply of milk for rura 
areas where it is difficult to obtain cow’s milk. 
Although that recommendation stimulated in- 
terest, progress in the desired direction has been 
slow, and the goat-keeper is confronted with the 
uncertainties that so often attend the acquisi- 
tion of stock, in face of the poor milking 
qualities of the goats that are too commonly 


kept. 

The only true test of productive value—of 

oats as well as of cows—is an accurately 
er record of yield. By the keeping of records 
the goat-keeper is able not only to select the 
good milkers and reject the bad, but to note 
any reduction in the. yield of the former and 
make any required modifications in the f 
and general treatment of the animals. 

To further the general object, the Ministry 
of Agriculture have arranged for the acceptance 
of goats under their County Milk Recording 
Scheme. This scheme is primarily intended for 
the improvement ef dairy cows, and under it 
the county societies have been formed. The 
milk recording year starts on October 1. The 
milk is weighed either daily or weekly, and at 
the end of each year certificates of yield are 
issued to members by the Ministry. 

Until annual records are more generally kept 
it’ is impossible accurately to estimate the 
average yield, but the records of goat milking 
tests at icultural shows give some indication 
of possibilities, although in such cases the 
animals are mostly of exceptional quality. The

IRELAND AND: ICELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—I have read with much interest the 
very instructive leading article in last Satur- 
day's Irish Times on the above subject: It is 
there asserted that “ the link between Iceland 
and Ireland is far closer than the link between 
Macedon and Monmouth.” There is a much 
earlier link between both countries than 
referred to by the writer of your article. “ 
cannot do better than to cite the second last 
paragraph of the eleventh chapter of Haverty's 
“History of Ireland ”’ :— 

“ Turning, finally, towards the North, we find 
that Irish monks were not only the first 
Christians, but most probably the first in- 
habitants, of the aa region of Iceland, 
which they called Thule, or Tyle. Dicuil, who, 
as we have seen, flourished in the latter part of 
the eighth and beginning of the ninth century, 
states that thirty ars before he wrote his 

aphical work had got an account of 
ule from some ecclesiastics who had been so- 
journing there; and when, in the latter part of 
the ninth century, the on Norwegians 
planted a colony in Iceland, the Irish monks, 
who flied on their arrival, left behind them 
sundry memorials of their religion, such as Irish 
books, smal] bells, and pastoral staffs. This 
circumstance is related by various Icelandic 
writers, who adg that these Irish monks were 
called ‘papas’ by the Norwegian settlers. 
When the first effort was made to introduce 
Christianity among the pagan colonists, two 
Irishmen, who are called Ernulph and Buo by 
their Icelandic biographer, Arngrim Jonas, were 
the missionaries; and another old Icelandic 
writer, Ara Multiscius, mentions an Irishman 
named John in his enumeration of early 
Icelandic bishops.’"—Yours, etc., "oo. G”

NEW TELEPHONE SERVICE.

THE “ TOLL” SYSTEM IN 


LONDON, 


Next Saturday, September 17, the new “Toll” 
service for telephone messages outside the area 
covered .by the London Telephone Directory, 
but within twenty-five miles radius of Oxford 
Circus, will be inaugurated. An ex atory 
circular has already been received every 
London subscriber, or should be ee Á to-day, 
to be kept for ready reference in the directory. 
It gives the names in alphabetical order of all 
exchanges or call offices within the new area, 
for the present 264 in all, and there is also a 
rough map, which is less handy for reference 
than the listed names, and is not complete. 
The system is sq simple that not the slightest 
difficuity should be experienced. 

From two o'clock on Saturday afternoon a 
subscriber requiring to communicate with any 
one of these outer places, on taking his receiver 
from the hooks should ask for “Toll,” not for 
“ Trunks,” as hitherto. “Trunks” is the name 
retained for exchanges outside the twenty-five 
miles radius. A moment later (the switch on to 
the new exchange takes no longer) he will hear, 
“Toll, number, please?” Then the subscriber 
gives first his own number, as, say, “ London- 
wall, 2167,” followed by the number required, 
say, “Slough, 95." The advantage to him will 
be that in all cases, save, possibly, in the 
busiest of the rush hours, his connection from 
London with his correspondent at Slough will 
immediately be made, and he will not be asked 
to wait, as is customary with trunk cals. 
Should all lines be engaged and a wait cannot 
be avoided, then he will be rung up when the 
first clear line is available. 

TIME SAVING. 

Opportunity was given (says the Daily 
T'elegra ph) for an inspection of the new “ Toll 
exchange which has been established in Nor- 
wich street, off Fetter lane, E.C. The chief im- 
pression made was that of ingenuity in 
the various means taken to expedite 
messages. The separate swith - boards 
are ranged around a large room and 
gallery, and the whole of the outgoing lines 
irom London to the area served are accessible 
to each operator. Consequently there is no 
need, as in the distant trunk system, first to 
make communication with the right board serv- 
ing the particular northern, or eastern, or 
western route desired, which may be across the 
room; every “ Toll” board is the right beard. 
Time is thus saved. An advantage to the sub- 
scriber also will be that he is not limited to the 
three minutes’ conversation, as often is neces- 
sary when talking over a trunk line for which 
other subscribers are waiting. Subject to the 
additional fees being paid, the talk can be ex- 
tended to six or nine minutes, and this liberty 
will only be curtailed should the general service 
require § it, 

If the direct line from place to place happens 
to be engaged, the operator at the “Toll “'ex-

so that in practice the delay in getting through 
to any town in the area should be only a few 
moments. Watching the system experimentally 
at work in the exchange, one was struck by its 
adaptability. A quickened service should neces- 
sarily follow. The withdrawal of these short- 
distance calls from the trunk exchange will also 
have the effect of speeding up the trunk mes- 
sages. The burden is thrown on the exchange 
operator, not only of making the connection, 
but also of writing down the number of the 
caller, name of the out-station, and the time the 
eall is on and is taken off, for the purpose of 
charging the fees subsequently. This is done 
by pencil on printed tabs of paper, arranged so 
as to make the work as light as possible and 
the chance of mistakes remote. The tabs, col- 
lected at the end of the day, pass to an ac 
counting department, where in due course each 
call is entered against the subscribers account. 

The “Toll” exchange is to be staffed by 
women during the day. Their place will be 
taken by men throughout the night, and by. this 
means posts will be found for a number of 
trained ex-Service men.

Dull, showery weather conditions prevailed 
during most of August. There were, however, 
occasional dry spells, and harvest work, if some- 
what im , was not checked to a ny great 
extent. broken weather delayed start 
of the threshing operations in the earlier 
|e and gave cause for some complaints of 
grain 
quent rains, on the other hand, were of much 
help to the root crops, and also served to im- 
prove the pastures. The plentiful supply of 
grass enabled dairy cows to maintain milk 
yield, which, as the month advanced, was in 
some counties inclird to increase rather than 
decrease. Stock of all kinds put on condition 
satisfactorily owing to the improvement in 
pastures and the ample supply of water. 

Not much change was be noted in the 
catile trade. Business continued dull and slack, 
but towards the close of the month demand 
both for fat cattle and stores improved some- 


what, with a hardening tendency in prices 
Prime i beef cattle in County th 
sold at from 72s. to 73s. per ewt., live weight ; 


in County Dublin the range for fat cattle was 
from 65s. to 75s., per cwt., and in County West- 
meath from 63s. to 688. In Narthren fairs, 
though demand was better, there was no rise 
in values, and the current rate was from 60s. to 
65s. The «tore trade was slack, and demand 
was confined to strong stores in forward condi- 
tion, which cashed within a range of from Ss. 
tof 60s. per cwt., live weight. 

"There was a sluggish trade in sheep. The 
chief business done was in breeding ewes and 
choice lambs. The current price for these at 
fairs was from £2 to £2 10s.; in County Cork 
the trade for lambs was slow, and prices ranged 
from £2 10s. to £3 7s.
